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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  BOARD  OF  THE  TOWN  OF 
DUBLIN,  N.  H. 

For  the  financial  year  ending  Feb.  15,  1903,  together  with  the 
Superintendent's  report  for  the  first  and  second  terms  of  the 
legal  school  year  commencing  Sept.  i,  1902. 

A  term  of  twelve  weeks  was  held  in  each  of  the  five  school- 
houses  in  the  spring  and  early  summer,  taught,  with  good  re- 
sults, by  teachers  who  had  previously  been  in  our  employ.  This 
term  completed  the  school  year  commencing  Sept.  i,  190 1,  un- 
der the  supervision  of  Dr.  McCollester. 

Thirteen  pupils  graduated  from  the  Grammar  grade.  The 
ages  of  these  pupils  were  from  twelve  to  twenty,  with  an  aver- 
age of  fifteen  years ;  several  had  completed  the  work  of  the  first 
year  in  High  school  studies.  Interesting  and  appropriate  gradu- 
ating exercises  were  held  in  the  Town  Hall,  June  27.  The 
large  attendance  of  the  people  showed  a  commendable  interest 
in  the  progress  of  our  schools. 

At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  school  boards  of  the  super- 
visory district.  Dr.  McCollester  was  unanimously  re-elected 
supervisor.  Owing  to  his  advanced  age  and  infirm  health,  he 
felt  obliged  to  give  up  the  work  in  which  his  heart  was  fully  in 
love,  and  which  he  characterized  as  one  of  the  most  important 
of  his  life.  The  necessity  of  this  action  was  sincerely  regretted 
by  all  persons  interested  in  the  cause  of  education  within  the 
limits  of  the  supervisory  district. 

Mr.  Henry  B.  Stearns,  a  practical  teacher  and  graduate  of 
Brown  University,  was  elected  to  fill  the  vacancy. 

In  the  death  of  our  chairman,  Dr.  Curtis  A.  Wood,  the  school 
board  sustained  the  loss  of  a  most  courteous  gentleman  of  high 
intelligence,  sound  judgement,  and  conservative  opinions. 

The  town  at  its  annual  meeting  in  March,  1902,  appropriated 
$1,600  for  schools,  including  a  High  school,  $100 for  textbooks 
and  supplies,  $100  for  furniture  and  repairs,  and  $100  (or  so 
much  as  needed  of  it)  for  a  superintendent's  salary. 

The  district  voted  to  establish  a  High  school  with  three  terms 
annually. 

The  Library  room  in  the  Town  Hall  building  was  refitted  for 
a  school  room,  for  which  it  was  originally  designed.  Seats  and 
desks  were  taken  from  No.  i  school  room,  where  the  number 
was  in  excess.  Furniture  left  from  the  library  was  utilized. 
The  piano  given  by  Col.  T.  W.  Higginson  for  use  in  the  schools 
of  Dublin,  was  moved  in  for  the  winter  term.     We  have  re- 
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ceived  also  from  Mr.  Henry  Pemberton  the  gift  of  a  valuable 
map. 

The  High  school  and  schools    in  Nos.    one,    two,   three    and 
our  opened  early  in  September.     The  few  scholars  in   No.   5 
were  provided  for  in  No.  i. 

At  the  commencement  of  the  winter  term  Dec.  ist,  the  num- 
ber of  scholars  in  No.  4  was  so  small  that  it  was  thought  best  to 
discontinue  that  school  as  well  as  No.  5  for  the  winter  term. 

Results  have  shown  us  that  scholars  conveyed  have  not  been 
late ;  that  some  of  the  youngest  scholars  living  at  the  greatest 
distance  have  not  attended  school  during  the  cold  winter  weather. 

We  find  that  only  a  very  few  parents  are  so  situated  as  to  be 
willing  to  convey  their  scholars  for  the  mileage  paid  in  other 
towns. 

If  the  district  decides  to  consolidate  its  schools  it  must  pro- 
vide for  the  suitable  conveyance  of  the  scholars  living  beyond 
a  reasonable  distance  from  the  school. 

Consolidation  of  the  schools  has  been  advocated  and  objected 
to,  for  several  years.  The  number  of  scholars  has  gradually 
diminished.  The  valuation  of  the  town  has  steadily  increased. 
Our  voters  have  not  been  niggardly  in  granting  appropriations 
for  education.  There  is  hardly  an  instance  on  record  when  the 
town  refused  to  vote  what  the  Committee  asked  for.  But  there 
is  a  demand  for  the  best. 

It  seems  fitting  at  this  time  that  our  voters  express  them- 
selves for  or  against  consolidation.  It  should  be  done  without 
bitterness  of  feeling.  The  vital  question  is,  "What  is  best." 
On  this  our  people  differ.  The  apportionment  which  takes  effect 
next  year  will  require  the  town  to  provide  more  money  for 
schools  than  it  has  ever  done  before.  It  is  of  the  utmost  im- 
portance that  it  be  expended  so  as  to  do  the  most  good  for  the 
scholars.

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To  THE  School  Board  of  Dublin,  Gentlemen: — I  have 
the  honor  to  submit  my  report  as  Supervisor  of  Schools. 

Outlook. 

The  outlook  for  the  schools  of  Dublin  is  bright.  Education 
is  worth  infinitely  more  to  the  individual  than  wealth,  but  schools 
cost  money  and  the  comparative  efficiency  of  school  systems  can 
be  fairly  well  judged  by  their  respective  expenditures.  The  av- 
erage annual  cost  per  pupil  in  the  state  of  New  York  for  the 
school  year  of  1900-1901  was  $41.68,  that  in  North  Carolina 
only  $4.56  *.  Massachusetts  is  a  rich  state  but  she  was  obliged 
to  raise  by  local  taxation  $4.66  on  a  thousand  of  valuation  in 
order  to  maintain  her  splendid  school  system,  which  cost  $38.21 
per  pupil. 

In  proportion  to  population  Dublin  is  probably  richer  than 
the  richest  state.  The  average  general  tax  rate  on  $iqoo  for 
the  five  years  preceding  1902  has  been  only  $11.24,  one  of  the 
very  lowest  in  New  Hampshire.  The  rate  for  school  purposes 
in  1902  ($1.85),  was  the  lowest  in  the  State.  It  was  less  than 
two-fifths  of  the  Massachusetts  rate,  and  less  than  one-half  that 
of  the  neighboring  town  of  Marlboro.  The  school  assessment 
rate  for  1902  was  exactly  one-half  of  that  of  the  State  of  New 
Hampshire. 

Dublin  presents  a  remarkable  contrast  when  compared  with 
the  typical  New  Hampshire  hill  town.  The  rule  is  a  heavy 
debt,  increasing  taxa!tion  and  depreciating  valuation.  Dublin 
has  no  debt.  The  tax-rate  is  the  minimum.  The  increase  in 
valuation  is  shown  by  the  fact  that  the  apportionment  rate  has 
leaped  from  2.33  in  1899  to  3.20  in  1903.  The  sum  re- 
quired by  law  to  be  raised  in  1904  will  therefore  be  $1920  f- 
At  the  last  school  meeting  $1600  was  appropriated.  An  addi- 
tional sum,  therefore,  of  over  $300  must  in  1904  be- raised. 

The  resources  of  Dublin  entitle  her  children  to  the  best  of 
school  privileges. 

*  The  average  expenditure  per  pupil  for  the  U.  S.  is  $21.14.  It  is 
lowered  by  the  returns  from  the  poor  and  unprogressive  Southern 
states.  The  average  for  the  North  Atlantic  Division  is  $33.52.  These 
figures  are  taken  from  an  address  by  Pres.  Charles  W.  Elliot.  They 
are  based  on  average  attendance.  N.  H.  report  figures  are  based  on 
average  membership  and  give  $19.67  for  the  State  and  $28.89  for  Dub- 
lin, for  1902.  Manchester  paid  $24.79.  It  should  be  borne  in  mind 
that  a  thickly  settled  community  has  a  very  great  advantage  because 
of  the  much  larger  number  of  pupils  to  a  teacher. 

t  This  is  exclusive  of  dog  tax,  literary  fund,  etc.,  and  also  of  special 
appropriations  for  text-books,  etc. 
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Length  of  the  School  Year. 

A  school  year  of  thirty-two  weeks  does  not  give  time  to 
achieve  the  results  to-day  demanded.  The  average  length  of 
the  last  year  for  the  state  of  Massachusetts  was  thirty-seven 
weeks.  Marlboro  offers  thirty-six  weeks  in  every  school  and  in 
every  grade.  Dublin  has  the  Marlboro  course  of  study.  It  is 
hard  to  do  in  thirty-two  weeks  the  task  laid  out  for  thirty-six. 
The  attempt  threatens  the  thoroughness  of  the  work.  Nine 
years  of  thirty-two  weeks  each  are  equivalent  to  eight  years  of 
thirty-six  weeks  each.  The  schools  are  really  on  a  basis  of  eight 
years  work  instead  of  nine  before  the  High  school.  Nine 
grades  is  the  New  England  standard. 

It  costs  a  town  more  per  week  to  employ  teachers  for  a  short 
school  year,  and,  for  this  money,  there  is  absolutely  no  return. 
It  is  to  the  annual  salary  that  the  teacher  looks.  The  long 
winter  vacation  coming  in  the  most  unpleasant  part  of  the  year 
is  no  inducement.  Eight  dollars  a  week  for  thirty-six  weeks 
yields  as  large  an  income  as  nine  dollars  a  week  for  thirty-iwo 
weeks. 

Consolidation  of  Schools. 

I  have  learned  that  this  matter  has  been  for  some  time  under 
discussion  and  that  it  will  be  considered  at  the  coming  school 
meeting. 

Considerable  has  already  been  done  in  this  direction.  Num- 
ber 5  was  discontinued  last  spring  and  Number  4  at  the  end  of 
last  fall  term.  This  consolidation  has  resulted  in  a  saving, 
which  has  been  applied  to  increasing  the  number  of  weeks  of 
schooling.  When  Number  4  was  closed,  it  had  only  eight  pu- 
pils. A  school  of  that  number  is  a  school  only  in  name.  The 
strong  incentive  which  comes  from  friendly  rivalry  between  ambi- 
tious classmates  is  entirely  wanting.  Interest  languishes.  The 
few  children  scattered  over  the  big  room  become  half  asleep.  The 
teacher  must  struggle  hard  or  she  too  will  yield  to  the  drowsy 
influence  of  the  place. 

About  S3  *  children  will  probably  be  enrolled  next  spring. 
Under  present  conditions,  they  will  be  divided  among  three 
different  schools.  Would  it  be  best  to  gather  them  into  one  cen- 
tral graded  school  ?  All  the  advantages  of  such  a  change  de- 
serve careful  consideration.  The  difficulties  attending  it  merit 
equal  attention.  The  question  is,  what  is  best  for  your  childreti. 
The  more  general  the  expression  of  opinion  the  better.  Thor- 
oughly, fairly,  and  honestly  the  matter  should  be  sifted  to  the 
very  bottom. 

*  See  Table  following  this  report. 
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From  table  A,  it  may  be  seen  that  the  average  number  of 
grades  to  a  teacher  is  six  and  two-thirds.  Number  i  has  eight. 
The  difficulties  attending  such  a  condition  are  great.  The  reci- 
tation must  be  very  short.  There  is  no  opportunity  properly  to 
develop  a  lesson  before  a  class,  which  is  a  large  part  of  the  work 
of  real  teaching.  The  scanty  time  available  limits  the  course  of 
study.  Much  is  excluded  that  to-day  lightens  the  school  "grind" 
of  many  children  and  brightens  and  broadens  their  lives.  It  is 
absolutely  necessary  to  combine  grades  as  much  as  possible. 
This  tends  to  place  children  of  widely  varying  attainments  in 
the  same  class.  Such  schools  can  hardly  be  said  to  be  graded. 
A  central  school  would  have  all  the  nine  grades  and  the  children 
could  be  properly  classified.  With  three  teachers  in  all  instead 
of  four,  the  number  of  grades  to  a  teacher  could  be  reduced 
almost  one-half.  The  recitation  period  would  be  nearly  doubled, 
with  an  almost  proportional  increase  in  teaching  power. 

It  is  very  difficult  to  secure  and  then  to  keep  first-class  teach- 
ers in  the  small  schools.  Ambitious  and  well-qualified  women 
of  experience  usually  will  not  even  consider  them.  The  appli- 
cant wants  a  "graded  school,"  and  "one  in  the  village." 

That  most  valuable  education  which  comes  from  association 
with  other  children  of  the  same  age  is,  in  the  small  school,  re- 
duced to  a  minimum.  In  one  of  your  schools  there  is  a  girl 
who  has  not  a  single  playmate  of  her  own  sex. 

The  community  would  expect  more  of  a  central  school  and 
take  more  interest  in  it.  Teachers  and  pupils  would  strive  for 
a  higher  standard. 

There  are,  however,  difficulties  in  the  way.  I  fully  sympa- 
thize with  the  motives  which  lead  some  parents  to  object  to 
sending  their  children  to  a  central  school.  If  I  had  a  child,  I 
would  never  hesitate  to  prefer  his  moral  and  physical  welfare  to 
his  school  privileges.  If  the  former  are  to  be  endangered,  we 
do  not  want  consolidation. 

The  objection  has  been  made,  in  some  places  where  this  plan 
has  been  tried,  that  children  were  compelled  to  eat  cold  dinners. 
This  does  not  apply  in  Dublin.  Nearly  all  except  those  living 
in  the  village  now  carry  their  dinners.  In  the  two  largest 
schools  the  pupils  are  left  alone  throughout  the  noon  hour.  If 
a  central  school  is  decided  upon,  I  recommend  that  a  suitable 
person  be  employed  to  remain  about  the  school  during  the 
absence  of  the  teacher  to  exercise  a  vigilant  but  friendly  over- 
sight over  the  pupils. 

It  seems  to  me  that  the  practicability  and  desirability  of  con- 
solidation really  depend  upon  the  character  of  the  transportation 
furnished.  The  time  of  greatest  moral  danger  to  the  pupil  is 
that  period  when  he  is  no  longer  under  the  immediate  control 
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of  the  teacher  and  is  not  yet  under  that  of  the  parent.  Many 
Hves  have  been  wrecked  on  the  way  to  and  from  school.  If 
thoroughly  reliable  men  could  be  secured  as  drivers, 
men  who  would  assume  a  reasonable  responsibility  for  the  be- 
havior of  their  charges,  this  danger  would  be  greatly  lessened. 
With  irresponsible  drivers,  it  would  be  increased.  Some  of  the 
children  are  now  obliged  to  walk  long  distances,  so  long  in  some 
instances  that  they  are  practically  debarred  from  school  privi- 
leges during  the  winter  term.  Efficient  transportation  would 
remedy  this.  Conveyed  in  covered  barges,  and  supplied  with 
plenty  of  robes  the  children  would  be  less  exposed  in  bad 
weather  than  at  present.  Huddled  into  open  vehicles  they 
might  fare  worse. 

To  make  consolidation  a  success  will  require  somewhat  more 
money,  careful  planning  and  good  judgement.  Accomplished, 
it  will  give  your  children  far  better  school  privileges  than  they 
now  possess.
